Search Parties Start Out to

MOUNT ROBSON, B. C., Aug. 
11—Newman D. Waffle, Orange 
N. J., schoolmaster, sought as lost 
somewhere on Mount Robson, by 
climbers, is still missing. Searchers 
reported early teday that they had 
been unsuccessful in their hunt for 
Waffle so far but that the quest was 
continuing. 


MOUNT ROBSON, B.C., Aug. 11.— 
Search parties composed of skilled 
mountaineers and Swiss guides have 
left here to look for Newman D. 
Waffl, headmaster of Carteret Acad- 
emy, Orange, N.J., Who set out seven 
days ago alone without companion or 
guide to attempt by a new route the 
ascent of Mount Robson, 12,972 feet 
high, the highest peak in the Canad- 
jan Rockies. His return was looked 
for 120 hours ago. 

Beacon fires built of wood carried 
to the ice and rocks above timber 
line burning in full view of the trains 
of the Canadian National Railways 
which thunder by many times a day, 
have flashed word to the valley thou- 
Sands of feet below that so far no 
definite trace has been found of the 
missing Alpinist. Roy Hargreaves, 
well known guide and outfitter, who, 
with the British Columbia police, is 
conducting the search, reported early 
today that tra-"s had been followed 
up the slopes of the mountain until 
they disappeared on the bare rocks. 

The Canadian Alpine Club, camped

AYS WIFE: KILLS SELF | 


Husband Enraged At 
Jealousy Of Woman 
With Her Daughter 


Archie Green, Millet Farmer, Shoots Bride 
of a Year, Wounds Girl, Attacks Boy, 
Burns Home and Suicides 


One man and one woman dead, a 14-year-old girl in the 
Misericordia hospital here suffering from severe gunshot 
wounds, a 16-year-old boy burned and in the care of neigh- 
bors, and a prosperous farm home burned to the ground 
is the net result of one of the worst murder and _ suicide 
tragedies rp 8 ee a in Alberta for years past 

The dead are Archie Green, 34, farmer of the Millet 
district, a returned man, and his wife Mary, also 34, 
and former war widow, while the boy and girl, Alice 
and Albert Townsend, are daughter and son of the 
woman by a former marriage. 

Green shot his wife in their farm home 12 miles 
west of Millet at 2:30 on Sunday morning, fired at the 
girl wounding her in the legs, and then, after terroriz- 
ing the boy by placing him against the wall while he 
pointed a double-barrelled shotgun at his head, set 
fire to the house. When the home was fully ablaze 
he turned the gun against himself, sending a charge 
of shot crashing through his brain and falling into the 
flames. When neighbors arrived at the scene after the 
boy and girl had made their escape they found the 
house a roaring furnace, and it was not until some 
hours later that the bodies of the man and woman 
were recovered, charzod beyond recognition. 

Tragedy Occurs Only Year 
After Marriage Ceremony. 

The tragedy occurred just three days after the couple had 
celebrated their first wedding anniversary, the ma rriage tak- 
|ing place one year ago last Thursday. On the anniversary of 
their wedding eve Green and his wife celebrated the event by 
attending a dance at Portabella school house, near their 
home, and according to neighbors were then in the best of 
Spirits and apparently on good terms, Green had also visited

Washington reports that exports 
from the United States to Canada dur- 
ing the month of May showed a decline 
of $24,000,000 from the figures for May, 
1929. During that month laet year the 
total exports to the Dominion was $89.- 
000,000. In May of this year the total 
was $65,000,000. 

The Hawley - Smoot | trade - killing 
tariff is getting in its deadly work on 
the export business of the United 
States, and started the slaughter even 
before the schedules had been approved 
by Congress. It would be folly to at - 
tribute this falling away during May 
entirely to that factor. But it would 
be equal folly to ignore the fact that 
the exclusion of Canadian products from 
the republic has given Canadians a 
strong inclination to do their buying 
somewhere else.

The National system has in the mean- 
time bought some railways on the other 
side of the boundary, to which the 
threatening stock-holders appear to be 
also laying claim. 

The Government of Mr. Bennett is 
thus faced at the outset with a question 
of major importance inherited from the 
Government of Sir Robert Borden. It 
will be the duty of the new Government 
to resist this attempt to dismember the 
National Railway system, to cut its con- 
nections with the United States and 
cripple it as a competitor with the C.

PRAIRIE FISH PRODUCTION 

Montreal Gazette: When consid- 
ering the grain-growing provinces of 
Canada, the citizen outside the 
prairies seldom thinks of fisheries 
in their connection, yet the industry 
there is a great and growing one. A 


glance at a map of the Dominion 
la a reminder that there are great 
waters in the West es wel] as the 
East, and in them are several vari- 
eties of food fish in vast quantities. 
For example, Lake Winnipeg covers a 
wide area in Manitoba and in it are 
to be found whitefish, pickerel and 
tullibee, in abundance. Lake Mani- 
toba, a smaller body, though itself 
very large, contains the same sort 
of fish. Away up in the nohthern 
extremities of Alberta and Saskat- 
chewan, cutting through the boun- 
daries of the two provinces, is famed 
Lake Athabasca, also a_ resort of 
whitefish, pickere] and tullibee. An- 
other big lake in Saskatchewan is 
Reindeer Lake, which has its fish 
supply. Elsewhere in the three pro- 
vinces are hundreds of lakes and 
rive and smaller streams, practi- 
cally all of which are sources of fish 
food. The waters of the prairies 
yield their wealth to the fishers 
The June number of the Fish 
News Bulletin recerds the fact that 
the prairie province fish production 
had doubled in value in five years, 
The total marketed value of the fish 
taken in Manitoba, Saskatchewan 
and Alberta passed the $4,000.900- 
mark for the first time in 1929, a 
condition worth noting. This was 
half a million dollars mere than in 


1928. The progress has been steady 
of late and as new fishing waters 
are being opened up and transport. 


ation facilities improved and extend- 
ed. the prospects aye for even more 
marked extension of the industry in 
the immediate future. The total 
catch last year was 562000 hundred- 
weight, Manitoba being the big pro- 
ducer. Whitefish continues be 
the leader, the 1929 catch being 
valued at $1,404,000. In Manitoba, 
pickere] held the lead with a value 
of $982.500. The Alberta catch was 
worth $732,214 and in Saskatchewan 
572 871 These prairie province 
fisheries in 1929 gave employment 
to 7,500 men, some 600 more thin 
in the previous year, and the value 
of the equipment in use was §1,986,- 
000, some half a million more than 
in 1928 The progress reeorded is 
The fisheries are a 
source of both food and revenue and 
furnish work for many persons.
